Outlet to Reservoir-Gov-

ernment Extending Telephone Lines

The road botwoon Bonanza and the
Clenr Lake reservolr site has been
flolshod, and the government Is now
eatablishing permanent camps at the
Inke, which are to be used ns far in-
o the winter as the wenther will per-
mit Waork has already commenced
on the axeavation of the outlet to the
luke. A dam [s to be bullt scrows the
mouth of the river at the lake, but
this will not be commuonesd until the
outlet ls finlshed., After the excava-
tlon, the outlet will be eemented for
& distanece of about 200 fest, It will
be bullt under the dam and will con-
anct with the headgnton

The water for the Irrigation diteh-
ox will be tnken from the river about
six miles below the dam and the river
chunnol will be used as the maln ca-
nnl for that distanee, The reservoir
will store the water for use during
the dry season, when there is usually
no water in that portion of Lost rlve
